luciit Dark today sluoved an iiiexpllcal>lt‘ falling off. 
Notiod.v could have foreMMii the wholesale srratcli- 
iugs which reductMl the two hip handicaps, the Kaiu- 
apo and the Hunter, to two-horse rac«s, and luutially 
ruined the remainder of the excellent program. 
Hence the apparent lack of interest in tlie sport 
redectod by tlibs state of affairs was t*omnieiiteil 
upon. Xotwithstandiinr the depleted fields in tin* 

two Important races, their running pnalnced liiahlv 
satisl’actor.v rc^snlts from a purely raclna .stainUunnt.

and small marpin wins, .'^tainina and Delirium, the 
winners, came from Harry Payne Whitney’s bia es 
tablishment. anil, with Babv Wolf in the fifth race, 
were maklna what was possibly their last appeai- 
ance cii the local turf. Had the last-named won 
it would have lK>en a prA>nonnced Whitney ilay. J. 
R. Keene’s crack two-year-old. Hilarious, was Dal>v 
Wolf’s conqueror, and he accomplished tin* feat by 
running in 1 ;8S flat, the fastest lime sliown at the 
distance during the meetinjr. It wa.s a noteworthy 
aohievemeut for such a yoimp horse. Thomas H. 
Williams’ liffhtweiplit .lookey. Clifford Cillurt. nxie 
all three of the Wluiney starters and displayed the 
best lock cv ship of his career.

It is freelv asserted that racing will be a thing 
of the past unless there are changes from the pres- 
ent i’onditlons.

Out 
of that number not more than fifty have attended 
fhe meetings recently and then only o<*cas ion ally, 
notwithstanding their dues are paid. They state 
frankly that they are fearful that the county officials 
win drag them Into the courts on some pretext. The 
race-going public is in much the same frame of 



mind, bonce tlm small al tciidnnce and the shrinkage 
in llu* g:it<* lecclpts. 

It is easily seen what will become of the .sport 
under such c<»n<litions. Time and hard work only on 
fbe part of ile»s<* convvrned can bring back the higU-

O(do'ber I."*.- Tlie Stale Racing 
Commission’s action of yester<la.v in refusing tiie 
i...Mtonia Jo<-k«*.v I'lub tK*rinlssion to put on books at 
the eaniing im-eting ami t'q* pr<d).able attitmle of tiie 
Latonia managcimmt in regard to the matter, Iie'nl 
eblef Interest in .a racing way for the iu)rst*inen liKiav 
miiii an olTwial anmmmenient caim* from Sei-rctary 
.lolni P.. Dillon of Latonia in tin* form of a telegram 
adilie.ssi'd !«► .folin Haclitneister in the Ldlowiug lau- 
giiagi*: 

*‘.\t a m»*eling of the board of ilireetors of t’ne 
L:it<’nia Jockey Clnb t(Klay tlu'V iba'ided to abandon 
tin* pari-mutm l machines ami reinstate I MMikmuking, 
Fall m<*eting lH*gins Oeioln-r 19.’* 

This .aimouMceinent signifies tliat the Lat<mi:» man 
agement intends to <‘arry tlie matler into ilte eonits 
for a rAwiew. which, under the ael tliat crealeii the 
c«»mmission. thev have a riglit to do. 

Whib* some hor.s<>men deplore tiu* fait thal the 
matter lias to Ik* larried into ecnrt. oilun's tala* tin- 
siatid that the commission is <‘xcecding ils aulhoiilv. 
.Milton Yc.iing’s annoum.emi'nt tliat he would take 
over the laitonia track and run off tlie ilates with 
a uniform standard of .S2."»0 purses, was .severely coin- 
inenttMl on by nearly all the hoisemmi. 

Charles 1'. <iraiiiger of the State llacing C<»minis- 
sion. in' ♦•vplaining his attitude with reference to 
the imttiicg on of books at Latonia. said this aftei- 
“Ev<*r.vlMHly knows tliat 1 bidieve pari mutuels 
ar<“ Ihe thing, and this fall I expe< te<i one of tlie 
gn-atest mceiings in the history of Louisville with 
that form of betting, but a c*ombination of cirenm- 
‘ifaiiei's worked to tnelr di.saiivaiitage. 1 fAnmd a 
nia.jorit.v of men interested in tlie welfare of tin* 
turf differing with inv opinion. I have m> desire to 
idai-e my judgment against that of the overwhelming 
niM.lorii.v. AVhen the turfmen and those hitntiflial 
with tlie Latonia Joi’koy Club, who have a vast sum 
of money iiivesteiJ, stated to the racing commission 
that they could show where the books would be ad- 
vantageous and the pari-mutuels would result in a 
heavy los.s, I decided tl at it would lie only fair to 
give tlieni a trial. I do not believe in working a 
hardship on anybo'l.v.” 

.Mr. Hachmeister. treasurer of the Latonia Jockey 
Club, was seen thi.s afternoon and when asked what 
would b<‘ done up the line, he replied: 

-Ml that I can say is that the L.at’onia Jockey 
Clnb is g.iing abend ami will tr.v to pnll off a meet- 
ing at the Millihile course with the b<x>ks on. As 
uiiat will transpire later, iiatnrally I am not in 
ii position to .siy at pr<‘sent. Possibly the coniniis 
II may atleiupt !<► interfere and possibly it may 
I. .Should it take a hand and try to restrain the 
books from being iiscil llimi*, of conrs<* the inatt»*r 
will la? taken into the courts ami <h‘llriitel\ ihrashial 
ml there.”

“REGISTERED WAGERING” FOR NEW ORLEANS 

New Orleans. La., Octoh<*r 15. — Having devised 
what he believes W’ill be a successful b«‘tting sclienie 
within the pale of the Locke law. President Samuel 
F. Heaslip tiKlay made further anuouueeiaeut re- 
garding the opening of a ninety -days w’iuter race 
meeting Imre December 5. 

“Registered wagering’’ will be employed as 
substitute for the ol<l bookmaking. It w^as further 
announced that Mr. Heaslip will be manager of the 
w’inter meeting. He saul: “No owner of a r;ice 

horse or any person interested <llrectl.v or indireetly 
in the running of horses will have anything to do 
with the man.'igement of Hie courses. 

“No gambling or lietting, except Ixetween indi 
vidiials, will be permitteil on the premises. No 
bets, even Ix-tw’eeii indiviiiiials. w’ill be allowed on 
the premises except on the condition that each de- 
posit the amount of their wager in cash with tho 
association at the time that wager is made. 

“The associati-m will deduct from the aggregate 
amount five per cent, for the purpose of protecting 
the public and fixing the responsibility of individuals 
betting. The re<*ords of the court show that the 
individual wagering on the old Metairie course was 
attendeil b.v diffi*rences which often resulted in law 
suits, w’hich. under this method, is obviated. 

“Irresponsible persona, track officials or such per- 
ssons as the association sees fit to prevent will not be 
allowed to wager., placing Uie proposition noon the 
lines. In ray estimation, desired by those who were 
interested in the passing of the I»cke hill. Tliat is; 
We are not assisting, aiding, encouraging or abet- 
ting wagering, for the reason that the association 
penalizes it. With the censorship wlilch I will re- 
Qulre I •will eliminate all conditions which would 
raise moral issues.
